3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  the  Town  Treasurer 
to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  the  Road 
Agent. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  direct  the  Selectmen  to  take  all  necessary 
steps  within  its  authority  to  reconstruct  Bridge  No.  083/042  on  Road  No.  78 
(bridge  at  L.  Newton's  Corner)  pursuant  to  Chapter  242:1-19  Revised  Statutes 
Annotated  1972. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
$32,500.00  as  a  maximum  capital  outlay  debt.  This  sum  added  to  $5,000.00 
raised  by  taxation  in  1973,  to  be  the  Town's  twenty-five  percent  share  of  the 
N.H.  Dept.  of  PubUc  Works  and  Highways  project  of  reconstruction  of  Bridge 
No.  083/042  on  Road  No.  78.  Authorization  to  incur  the  above  shown 
maximum  debt,  to  be  valid  until  March  6,  1975. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  repay  all  capital  outlay  debt  incurred  by 
reconstruction  of  Bridge  No.  083/042  with  minimum  annual  principal  payments 
of  $5,000.00.

Volunteer  Fire  Company,  Inc.  towards  its  purchase  of  a  new  Fire  Truck. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  renew  the  lease  of  the  Turkey  Shoot  land 
(Famsworth  Lot)  to  the  Acworth  Volunteer  Fire  Company,  Inc. 


10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  become  a  member  of  the  regional  planning 
commission,  now  organized  and  named  the  Upper  Valley  Planning  and 
Development  Council,  and  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $300.00  as  the  Town's 
share  of  the  annual  operating  expenses  of  the  regional  planning  commission  to 
be  used  in  conjunction  with  other  State  and  Federal  funds  available  for  planning 
purposes. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  withdrawal  from  the  Revenue 
Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance 
Act  of  1972  for  use  as  set-offs  against  budget  appropriations  in  the  amount 
indicated;  and,  further  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  make  pro-rata  reductions 
in  the  amounts  if  estimated  entitlements  are  reduced  or  take  any  other  action 
hereon :

Control  Commission,  Water  Resources  Board  and  any  other  State  Officials  or 
Boards  for  the  issuances  of  subdivisions,  septic  systems,  building  permits,  etc. 
Such  officer  may  also  be  required  to  perform  other  duties  of  inspection  for 
which  he  is  authorized  and  quaUfied. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  designate  Highway  No.  120,  leading  from 
the  Alstead  Town  Line  north  to  Elmer  Rhoades  dwelling,  as  a  Class  V  Highway. 

14.  To  see  what  the  consensus  of  opinion  may  be  regarding  acquiring  suitable 
land  for  a  Town  Ball  Park. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  sum  of  $100.00  for  perpetual 
care  of  the  Myrle  E.  Reed,  Sr.  Lot  in  the  Town  Cemetery,  Section  C.  Lot  8. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  $200.00  from  the  Bicentennial  Committee 
and  approve  its  dissolution,  transferring  its  inventory  of  commemorative  items 
to  the  Acworth  Historical  Society. 


17.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  following  amendments  to  the 
Acworth  Zoning  Ordinance. 

1.  Crescent  Lake.  Delete  following  paragraph.  (Art.  II,  Sect.  A  3) 

2.  A  Conservation  Zone,  consisting  of  a  100  foot  buffer  strip  along  the 
banks  of  all  natural  ponds  and  free  flowing  streams  within  the  Town. 
(Art.  II,  Sect.  C) 

3.  The  sanitary  systems  in  and  from  all  dwellings  and  other  buildings 
shall  be  constructed  and  maintained  in  accordance  with  the 
standards  set  and  approved  by  the  N.H.  Dept.  of  Health  and  the 
N.H.  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission  and  approved 
and  enforced  by  the  Acworth  Board  of  Selectmen.  (Art.  Ill,  Sect.  C) 

4.  Ten  thousand  square  feet  shall  be  provided  for  each  unit  and  shall  be 
plainly  marked  with  permanent  markers  at  each  corner.  (Art.  Ill, 
Sect.  F  5  C) 

5.  Any  subdivision  of  land  for  development  shall  meet  the 
requirements  of  Land  Subdivision  Control  Regulations  adopted  and 
effective  April  28,  1972,  by  the  Acworth  Planning  Board,  and 
recorded  May  1,  1972,  Vol.  508  pg.  309,  Sullivan  County  Registry 
of  Deeds.  (Art.  Ill,  Sect.  H) 

6.  The  Conservation  Zone  shall  include  all  streambanks,  and  shores  of 
all  natural  ponds  and  lakes  from  a  distance  of  one  hundred  feet  back 
from  maximum  liigh  water  level. 

In  this  Zone  no  new  building  shall  be  erected,  and  no  existing 
structure  except  those  in  current  use  as  seasonal  or  premanent 
dwellings,  working  farm  buildings  or  other  structures  in  compliance 
with  a  conforming  use  shall  be  altered,  enlarged,  or  moved,  except  to 
remove  said  structure(s).  Alterations  to  the  aforementioned 
dweUings  or  farm  buildings  in  which  enlargement,  movement,  or 
other  significant  change  would  affect  the  surrounding  land  or  water 
would  require  the  written  approval  of  the  Board  of  Adjustment  and 
Conservation  Commission.  No  dumping,  filling,  or  earth  transfer  or 
rernoval  shall  be  permitted,  except  with  the  written  permission  of 
the  aforementioned  bodies  and  then  only  in  those  cases  where  it  is 
being  done  in  conjunction  with  one  or  more  of  the  following 
permitted  uses.  This  latter  restriction  is  not  to  be  construed  so  as  to 
limit  homeowners  and  farmers  from  normal  and  ordinary 
improvements  to  their  lawns  and  farms. 
No  land  or  premises  shall  be  used  for  any  purpose  except: 

1 .  Residential  uses,  such  as  lawns,  gardens  or  play  areas. 

2.  Grazing  and  farming. 

3.  Forestry  and  nurseries. 

4.  Outdoor  recreation. 

5.  Foot,  bicycle,  or  bridle  paths. 

6.  Conservation  of  water,  plants,  and/or  wildlife, 
(Art.  Ill,  Sect.    I) 


7.  Crescent  Lake  District.  All  property  north  of  a  line  100  feet  south  of 
Crescent  Lake  Road,  Higliway  No.  51.  (Art.  IV,  Sect.  C  3) 

8.  The  lot  area  in  the  Rural-Agricultural  District  shall  be  not  less  than 
three  (3)  acres  for  each  dwelling  unit  and  every  lot  shall  have  a 
minimum  frontage  of  three  hundred  (300)  feet,  provided,  however, 
that  a  lot  with  less  frontage  and/or  area  which  is  in  existance  at  the 
time  of  passage  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  deemed  a  conforming  use. 
(Art.  V,  Sect.  B  1) 

18.     To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting.

TRUSTEE'S  REPORT 

Recently  Acworth  Library  was  visited  by  Mr,  Allan  Keith  of  New  Jersey 
who  is  writing  a  book  on  Birds  of  New  Hampshire.  He  examined  our  collection 
minutely.  Our  collection  is  an  excellent  one,  a  representative  one  of  local  birds 
and  some  rare  birds.,  in  excellent  condition  considering  its  age.  Most  of  the  birds 
are  tagged  as  to  date  of  finding,  1882,  and  location,  Acworth  or  Alstead.  We 
have  the  only  Passenger  Pigeon  in  New  Hampshire  which  is  tagged  as  to  date  of 
find  and  location,  and  the  same  with  several  other  birds  that  Mr.  Keith  has  found 
so  far.  This  is  a  collection  of  approximately  four  hundred  birds  given  to  the 
Ubrary  by  Mr.  Gilmore  Dickey,  an  Acworth  resident.  Visit  the  Ubrary  and  see 
this  collection  and  borrow  a  book  on  birds  or  any  other  subject. 

The  trustees  are  grateful  to  all  the  people  who  have  contributed  valuable 
time,  money,  books,  a  typewriter,  the  Story  Hour  and  in  any  other  way  made  it 
possible  in  1972  for  the  library  to  circulate  10.4  books  per  resident,  in 
comparison  to  other  towns  with  larger  population  who  have  spent  more  money, 
but  who  have  circulated  only  4.4  books  per  resident,  Acworth  is  only  spending 
.007  of  its  tax  dollar  for  the  library.  The  library  is  open  eight  hours  per  week, 
Tuesday  1-4  and  7-9  P.M.  and  Thursday  2-5  P.M.  During  the  nine  months  that 
the  library  has  been  open  on  Thursday  afternoons  we  have  circulated  241 
non-fiction,  292  fiction,  204  childrens  books,  195  magazines  and  1 1  records.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Acworth  Conservation  Commission,  whose  members  were  appointed 
by  the  Selectmen,  held  its  first  meeting  on  April  1 1,  1972  and  has  held  regular 
meetings  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  the  Acworth  Elementary  School. 

Commission  members  have  also  participated  in  area  meetings;  attending 
one  on  Flood  Plain  Uses  and  Restrictions  held  in  Keene;  a  county-wide 
representative  meeting  in  Claremont  to  discuss  the  advisabiUty  of  hiring  an 
environmental  engineer  for  Sullivan  County;  and  an  area  meeting  in  Newport  of 
the  Upper  Valley  Regional  Planning  and  Development  Council, 

The  commission  sponsored  a  local  public  meeting  with  the  Selectmen  and 
Planning  Board  to  hear  Malcolm  Taylor  of  the  New  Hampshire  Association  of 
Conservation  Commissions  and  Atty.  R.  John  Shortlidge  discuss  conservation 
easements. 

The  Commission  has  applied  to  the  Ford  Foundation  twice  for  matching 
funds.  The  first  application  was  rejected  and  the  second  is  currently  under  study. 

As  a  result  of  initial  investigations  of  the  Town's  watersheds,  and  our 
concern  for  recent  developments  in  portions  of  the  Town  with  potential  to 
adversely  affect  those  watersheds,  we  initiated  a  proposal  which  was  presented 
to  the  Planning  Board  to  help  safeguard  our  water  resources. 

Our  first  effort  is  to  provide  protection  for  stream  banks  and  pond  shores, 
two  areas  where  the  problems  of  erosion,  sedimentation,  and  septic  system 
pollution  are  most  active,  obvious,  and  destructive.  The  establishment  of  a 
Conservation  Buffer  Zone  appeared  to  be  the  most  practical  method  of 
preventing  changes  which  would  increase  these  problems.  In  proposing  to  amend 
the  Zoning  Ordinance  to  include  such  an  area  we  made  every  effort  to  insure 
that  maximum  retention  of  property  rights  would  be  assured.  In  brief  we 
propose  to  limit  significant  changes  to  shores  and  banks  while  allowing  property 
owners  freedom  to  make  changes  unrelated  to  land  or  water  without  restriction. 

In  preparing  this  Amendment,  commission  members  contacted  the  Office 
of  the  State  Forester,  The  State  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control 
Commission,  The  State  Water  Resources  Board,  and  the  Office  of  the  Sullivan 
County  Soil  Conservation  District.  Our  inquiries  to  these  offices  were  to  solicit 
commentary  as  to  the  wisdom  and  necessity  of  our  proposal.  In  all  cases  we  were 
informed  of  the  great  advisability  of  enacting  local  legislation  to  supplement 
existing  State  regulations  which  may  be  weak,  have  problems  of  enforcement,  or 
are  designed  to  cover  limited  situations. 

Conservation  in  all  areas  of  our  environment  is  a  necessity  and  the  goal  of 
the  Commission  is  to  arouse  a  community  awareness  of  this  need.

The  agency  continues  to  meet  the  requirements  for  participation  as  a  home 
health  agency  under  the  division  of  Medicare,
